When the Germans saw that the tide of war was turning against them, particularly on the Eastern Front, 
at the latter end of 1944, General Andrei A. Vlasov, a Soviet Army Commander who had surrendered to the 
Germans in 1942, was given permission to form a “Russian Army of Liberation" (Russkaya Osvoboditelnaya 
Armia, more commonly known by the initials “ROA") which was, at first, to consist of three divisions. 
Vlasov had repeatedly told competent Germans that he was not interested in a German victory, his only 
thoughts being directed towards the liberation of Russia and his people. 


Another example, showing why Vlasov and his men continued to fight with the Germans while not agreeing 
with them was recorded by the German Journalist, Erich Kern, after a conversation with an ROA General. 

The Russian General said that they fought “because I know Bolshevism, that terrible synthesis of madness 
and crime which holds my poor, unhappy people in its grip. But if you Germans lose your war, we Russian 
patriots will not give up the struggle. For don’t forget, we’re not fighting for Germany, but for Russia." 

(Page 186, DANCE OF DEATH, by Erich Kern, Collins, London, 1951), Stalin knew that what the Russian 
ROA General had told Mr. Kern was true, and as the Russian emigration had been swelled by all those people 
who had surrendered to the Germans, the majority of them being of military age, they had to be destroyed 
at all costs. Thousands of anti-Communist Russians who surrendered to the West after Germany’s capitul¬ 
ation were forcibly handed over to the Soviets for execution. For many years it was assumed that Stalin had 
put pressure upon the Western leaders at the infamous Yalta Conference to repatriate all Soviet citizens to 
the USSR without regard for their personal desires in this matter. 

However, In the recently released Yalta documents we can find no mention of such an agreement being 
made between the Allied Powers. This means that the Western Powers agreed to repatriate those members 
of the Red Army who were POW’s and not those anti-Communists who had fought in German uniform and were 
captured wearing it. In fact, among the records of Yalta there is a letter dated February 7th, 1945, written 
by the Acting US Secretary of State to the US Secretary of State which says that the US forces in Europe would 
extend their protection to all those Soviet citizens captured in German uniforms, that those Russians who 
asked asylum would be granted this if the American Attorney General agreed and all Russians who had not 
been Soviet citizens were not liable for repatriation. 

Also among the Yalta records is a letter from Mr. (now Sir) Anthony Eden to the US Secretary of State 
dated 5th February, 1945. In this letter Mr. Eden said (and it is essential that we note that Mr. Eden wrote 
this two days before the US Secretary of State had decided NOT to forcibly repatriate Russians) that the US 
citizen and then Allied Supreme Commander, Dwight D. Eisenhower, had already decided to extradite Russians 
as quickly as possible, apparently a decision directly opposed to official US policy. 

The forcible repatriation of Russian anti-Communists, our friends of today and allies of tomorrow, was 
a crime which sooner or later will be exposed and those people responsible should be made to answer to two 
charges: one-- for a cripie against humanity (made punishable by death at the Nuremberg Trials) and, two-- 
for destroying a weapon ( a future Russian Liberation Army) which is more feared by the Kremlin than the 
A or H bombs. 


In March 1945, General Vlasov sent two secret envoys to the Western Allied headquarters to inform them 
that he and all the Russians in Germany were not fighting against the West but were attempting to free their 
country from Communism and so destroy a menace to the entire world. This message remained unheard. 

While still in Prague patrols of the 1st Division (ROA) contacted advance units of the US Army and from them 
ascertained that General Eisenhower intended to let the Red Army occupy Czechoslovakia and accordingly 
General Vlasov ordered the 1st Division, numbering some 25,000 men, to march westwards and to surrender 
to the nearest US forces, which they did, surrendering to the US 3rd Army on May 10th, 1945. The 1st Div¬ 
ision was then forcibly disarmed and forced by US tanks to march into the hands of the Red Army who were 
waiting for them. Mass suicides failed to make the American Commander realize that these men were gallant 
patriots who were friends of the Free and anti-Communist world. 

The forcible extradition of the 1st Division was done without the knowledge of General Vlasov who was being 
treated as a guest at the 3rd US Army HQ. Yet these events were known to the anti-Communist General Patton 
and he felt that he could not stand idly by and watch these courageous Russians being handed over for slaught¬ 
ering, and he asked permission to visit General Vlasov. This meeting which might have had far-reaching effects 
upon today’s political situation was not to take place as General Eisenhower persuaded General Patton not to 
take the journey. (Paris, France, newspaper RIVAROL, issue dated December 4th, 1953) 

' 

The US Army proceeded to hand over thousands of Russian anti-Communist soldiers, women and children 
for execution, even though these soldiers had fought in the uniform of the German Wehrmacht and were thereby 
protected by the letter sent by the US Acting Secretary of State (see above). Should the now President of the 
USA, General Eisenhower, protest and say that he was only fulfilling orders; first he should be reminded that 
German Generals were executed for similar crimes against humanity while their defense that they were obey- 




ing superior orders was overruled by the American War Crimes Commission under Eisenhower's Supreme 
Command. Secondly, he should be reminded of Sir Anthony Eden's letter in the Yalta files, quoted above, 
which said, even before Yalta or any subsequent agreements had been.signed, that Eisenhower had decided 
to "repatriate" all Russians. Thirdly, a secret document in the Pentagon archive called: THE RECOVERY 
AND REPATRIATION OF LIBERATED PRISONERS OF WAR, OCCUPATION FORCE IN EUROPE, 1945-46. 

This document went on to confirm that Russians captured in German uniforms would not be repatriated to the 
Soviets unless they actually volunteered to return to the USSR (highly improbable) or were "war criminals." 
Although Elsenhower must have ordered the forcible repatriation of Vlasov's 1st ROA Division and others, 
it was not until December 20th, 1945 that the US Government finally decided on the forcible repatriation of 
anti-Communist Russians to the Soviets for execution. Yet seven months previously, General Eisenhower, 
apparently on his own initiative, without authority from his superiors in Washington, D.C.. had been “repat¬ 
riating" anti-Communist Russians by force. 

Before leaving this particular phase of treachery to anti-Communist patriots and to the Free World the 
reader should know that the head of the US Joint Chiefs of Staff who twisted the Yalta clause in favour of Stalin 
was none other than that "front man for traitors," the betrayer of Nationalist China, George C. Marshall. 

EISENHOWER'S DECEITFUL BETRAYAL OF GENERAL VLASOV 

While General Vlasov was at the 3rd US Army HQ he wrote a letter to the Supreme Commander, Europe, 
and to the various Western Governments asking that his forces should not. be returned to the Soviets, but that 
he and his leading officers be allowed to stand trial before an International Tribunal. The Western Powers 
ignored this most reasonable request, no doubt to save Stalin from "embarrassment," and the 3rd Army was 
ordred to surrender Vlasov to the Soviets for execution. Yet the Supreme Commander did not openly hand 
Vlasov to the Red executioners, the enemies of the Russian people, instead the 3rd Army resorted to a sly 
and dishonourable maneuvre. On May 12th, 1945, General Vlasov and his small staff were told that they had to 
go to the 4th US Army HQ for a conference with senior American officers. The convoy, with Vlasov, set off 
for the conference site, "protected" by four tanks that had been sent from the 4th Army HQ, but three kilo¬ 
meters from the starting point a Red Army car plus Red soldiers blocked the road, arresting Vlasov and all 
his staff while his "protective” escort calmly looked on. Should President Eisenhower protest that the 
American Command knew nothing about this until such time as it actually happened, it would be a lie because 
the Red Army car which blocked the road and carried the Red officers who arrested Vlasov HAD BEEN WAIT¬ 
ING ALL DAY AT US 3rd ARMY HQ FOR THE ROA CONVOY TO DEPARTI We cannot be surprised that Stalin 
decorated Eisenhower with the heavily jewelled "Suvorov Order for the latter's service to the Soviet Union.
